Claim 5 (original): The method of claim 1, wherein the update content includes a patch. 

Claim 6 (original): The method of claim 5, wherein the patch modifies the software on the 
installation media prior to installation on the destination machine. 
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Claim 7 (original): The method of claim 1, wherein the update content includes a driver for 
controlling hardware on the destination machine.
